Over ciglity reporters have 
been enrolled this year by The 
Daily, .•^n ever-increasing en- 
rollment promise a staff of at 
least 100 reporters which is es- 
sential -for the publication of a 
newspaper which depends en- 
tirely on sttident effort. 

A Dally party is being held a 
week from Thursday to give the 
new students an opportunity to 
meet the masthead members of the 
college newspaper. 

Following this a series of lectures 
is to be given to incoming journal- 
ists based on a student Journalistic 
handbook recently written by the 
managing board of The Daily. 
These lectures will be presented by 
the masthead members and if pos- 
sible ' outside lecturers will . be 
forthcoming. 

In the past history of the Daily, 
two small pamphlets have been 
published for the instruction of 
freshmen reporters and as a per- 
manent reference for night editors. 
The 1044 Handbook is a larger and 
more complete undertaking, in 
which both the general aspects of 
Journalism and the particular prob- 
lems of The Daily are discussed. 

Beginning with a statement of 
the purposes, of a newspaper, the 
Handbook goes on to consider a 
metropolitan Journal and the pai:- 
ticular respects in which The Dally 
differs from such a paper. There 
arc complete sections on the tech- 
nique of reporting and, on the 
basic requirements of -news-wrlttni, 
in the various departments of The 
Dally. Finally, there are specific 
technical Instructions essential to 
The Daily's routine, a glossary of 
newspaper terminology, and a 
complete list of reference books In 
all fields of Journalism.

Inter-University 
Council Planned 

Organization 

To Help Exchange 

Of Ideas Sought 

Vancouver. Oct. 2. — (CUP) — A 
national council of Canadian uni- 
versity students seems likely this 
year as a result of the Western 
Intcr-Varsily Conference in Edmon- 
ton last February. The formation of 
such, a body has already been dis- 
cussed in 8e\feral universities, and 
tentative plans formed. 
' In a letter to Dick Bibbs of UBC, 
Robert Ellis. -president of the Stu- 
dents' Representative Council of the 
University of Saskatchewan, 
strongly recommends immediate 
establishment of the council, to be 
formed from all the university 
councils in Canada. 
. The National Student. Council 
would necessarily represent all the 
students throughout Canada and 
would express their ideas through 
either the radio or the press, ac- 
cording to'EIlis' plan. > 

This plan was placed before the 
UBC council for action, but Bibb's 
staled that UBC favors the revival 
of the National Federation of Can- 
adian University Students which 
suspended action in the fall of 1940. 

Bibb's argued the point that this 
federation had previously establisn- 
ed the Inter-unlvcrsity debates and 
exchange scholarships. He pointed 
out the conveniences of conferences 
held at Christmastime and of the 
fact that presidents of the univer- 
sities were the representatives. 

Ellis, on the other hand main- 
tained that "students should take a 
wider view and a much more 
active part in Canadian affairs of 
all descriptions." 

Bibbs was not^ in favor of politi- 
cal discussion owing ' to the diver- 
sity of views expressed by students 
on this subject. . 

He suggested that students with 
political convictions could express 
these views' over the radio as In- 
dividuals, but not as representatives 
of the whole University group. He 
stated that any organization set up 
should concern itself with the prob- 
lems of the student and of affairs 
immediately concerning the better- 
ment of ''the student's lot."

As 
provision is. made for their sitting!., 
it is unnecessary for these members 
of the graduating class to telephone 
for an appointment, but the Annual 
Board makes it clear that all stu- 
dents are expected to cooperate by

They have been 
divided into three sections, the first 
group to go oh Thursday, Oct. 5, the 
second on Friday, Oct. 6, and the 
third on Monday, Oct. 9. ■'. • 
, In addition, the Board reminds all 
undergraduates that "Old McGlll" 
is by no means restricted merely 
to recording the activities of the 
graduating class. Anyone with orig- 
inal ideas and some spare time to 
devote to the publication, is urged 
by the Editor to communicate Avith 
the Annual Board In their office, 
which Is situated in the basement 
of the McGill Union. .

Mr. McConnell Donates 
Twelve Scholarships 
To University 

Establishment of twelve new 
scholarships at McGlll University, 
donated by Mr. J. W. McConnell, a 
governor of the University, was an- 
nounced recently by University 
authorities. 

Designed to provide a means of 
meeting board, residence and tui- 
tion fees for able students, the 
scholarships arc established with a 
permanent endowment, and are a 
guarantee that every year twelve 
students will carry on the studies 
for which they are most eminently 
suited, without regard to their own 
financial ability to pursue this 
course. 

Accepting Mr. McConnell's gift. 
Dr. F. Cyril James, Principal of the 
University, commented that "no 
w*astc could be more tragic for Can- 
ada than the failure to provide for 
the educational development of the 
ablest young Canadians." 

In addition to providing the ac- 
tual means to enable students to 
carry on University work, the plan 
it was learnt, entails the advantage 
of providing an example and incen- 
tive for other students, and indi- 
cates to other leading citizens a 
tangible way in which the work of 
McGill can be furthered. Deliber- 
ately designed to foster the prin- 
ciples of responsibility and self re- 
liance among the recipients of this 
scholarship, no provision is made 
for clothes, books and spending 
money, these items being left to the 
students' own ingenuity during the 
summer months. To Insure work on 
the same high plane as that neces- 
sary to secure the scholarship, it 
may be retained only by first class 
work. By these regulations, the 
university authorities went on to 
explain, only students with excep 
tional character and ability will 
be accepted, and applications from 
such students will bo presented to 
the Board of Governors by a five- 
member committee composed of the 
chancellor, the principal and vice- 
chancellor, the warden of Royal 
Victoria College, and the warden of 
Douglas Hall.

The Royal Victoria College was formally opened for tHe 
session 1944-45 at a meeting held yesterday afternoon in the 
Upper Gymnasium at 4:30. 

The procession into the Hall incltidcd Dr. M. V. Roscoc, Dean 
of Women, and Warden of the Royal Victoria College, Dean Evans 

•î*ûf the Montreal .\nglican 
Church, and Dixie Andrews,' 
President of the Women's Union. 
Following this the Glee Club 
sang "Oh, God Our Help in Ages 
Past." The opening prayer was led 
by Dean Evans. 

Introduced by Dr. Roscoe, the 
first speaker, Dixie Andrews, new 
president of the Women's Union, 
discussed the University War Ser- 
vice Program. This was followed 
by a solo by a student of the Mc- 
Gill Conservatorium of Music. 
Dr. Rogcoe speaks. 
Dr. Roscoc spoke of the innova- 
tion of using McLennan Hall and 
Strathcona Hall as residences for 
women students. In addition to The 
Royal Victoria College, which for- 
mally was the only coed dormitory. 
She stressed particularly the im- 
portance of college-trained women 
as potential community leaders, 
both at present and In the post-wair 
world. 

After singing "God Save The 
King," the meeting was taken over 
by the Women's Union, with Dixie 
Andrews in the chair. 

AVomen'i War Effort ExpUined. 
The Chairman of the McGlll 
Union Community and War Ser- 
vice Program, Elizabeth Howe, in* 
troduccd the leaders of the vari- 
ous vojuntccr groups organized as 
the contribution of the women stu- 
dents to the war effort. 

Marjorie ' Abbey outlined the 
work pi the McGill Detachment ot 
the Canadian Red Cross Corps, 
which gives its cadets the basic 
training to enable them cither to 
join the Nursing, Transport, Food 
or Office Administration Corps of 
the Red Cross, or to do certain 
specialized types of volunteer 
work for such organizations as the 
Blood Donor Clinic. 

Margaret White spoke on the 
section of social work, which takes 
form of assisting In local volunteer 
groups, such as settlements, can- 
teens. Girl Guides, and nurseries. 

June Perry's talk on < hospitals 
touched on the need for clinic and 
laboratory assistants, besides nurses' 
aides and first aid instructors. 
Upper classmen would also be per- 
mitted to follow a special course 
In laboratory technique, she stated. 

Barbara Smith, chairman of the 
R.V.C. Workroom, mentioned sew- 
ing, knitting, and handicrafts as 
possibilities for volunteer activity, 
while Mary Mackay outlined the 
scheine whereby coeds while work- 
ing for the War Service Office will 
thereby be able to gain practical 
experience in office routine. 

Following the speeches, and ren- 
dering of the college song, "Put on 
Your Red and White Sweater." by 
the Glee Club, the meeting ended 
with the McGill yell.' 



This afternoon at 1:40 the en- 
gineers will get their share of the 
freshman reception off to a rous- 
ing start when they throw open 
their entire building for the en- 
gineering open house.

Â Change of Policy 

When military training was introduced for 
the male students in Canadian universities, the 
women of AIcGill felt that a corresponding war- 
services program should be instituted for coeds. 
This was consequently done, and by authority 
of the Senate made compulsory. 

It soon turned out, however, that the system 
as organized was defective. A girl entering col- 
lege was compelled to take a specific prerequisite 
course consisting of First Aid and Air Baid 
Precautions. After this course, the coed could 
proceed to some other course eventually leading 
to the work in which she was interested. In the 
meantime two valuable years were for immedi- 
ate purposes lost because of all this great variety 
of preliminary, training. 

Add to this the feeling that 'these courses' 
of t«»- contained little that was essential or in- 
teresting; and the recognition that more prac- 
tical experience could be obtained than was 
actually being given. 

The basis was thus laid for a thoroughgoing 
reorganisation; one which was through the 
Women's Union itself, instituted this year. Not 
only have the preliminary and elementary, 
courses been condensed, and actual experieiice 
been substituted for the rest, but the whole mat- 
ter has been made entirely voluntary. This will 
allow coeds who hitherto had spent the required 
time, 4nd no more, to extend if they so wish 
their contribution, in an interesting field of im- 
mediate practical consequence. 

The voluntary aspect should be emphasised. 
The Women's Union has accepted a great re- 
sponsibility, rendering it essential that all coeds 
consider the matter thoroughly. The courses 
have been tightened and well-outlined, and all 
consideration has been given to those who are 
already involved in war service of some nature. 
There is no reason why women students should 
not enroll with the course in which they are in- 
ttrested, knowing that this is their own show, 

their own contribution to victory.

Grand Old Man 

We grieve with out sister univèrsity at the 
unexpected passing of her Chancèllor, Sir Wil- 
liam Mulock. For the presence of one so dis- 
tinguished, not only by virtue of his great age 
but by his accomplishments and high personal 
renown graces a nation but rarely. 

It was the lot of the University of Toronto to 
heap the latest honor upon the old gentleman, 
for its Board of Governors appointed him 
Chancellor for life the day before his death. 
When Vincent Massey withdrew his name, re- 
fusing to run againit "Canada's grand old man", 
there was little thought that Sir William wa? 
receiving his last position. After a century of 
active aûd constructive public life, hè had be- 
come àn institution synonymous with the best 
in Canada. 

It will not be amiss .to reqiem^er some of the 
respects in which his life was lûàde so construc- 
tive. Sir William laborèd as a hired hand on a 
farm aijd workèd nights for a seat at the Uni- 
versity 'of Toronto. Successfully graduating in 
arts in 1Ô63, and called to the bar in 1868, he 
rapidly forgeâ for himself a career in politics 
and public life. He introduced two penny posl- 
agè iO the British Empire, inaugurated the Can- 
ada-Australia imperial cable, and having been 
Canada's first Labor Minister, he proceeded to 
play a distinguished post-political part in ad- 
nùnistfatign, Ju^Um) uoA jidttea^ipn.

It seems there was an earthquake hereabouts, a 
few weeks ago. The papers spoke of considerable 
havoc in Cornwall, Ont., 77 miles from Peel and St. 
Catherine, and of subsequent tremors which heaped 
i^^upon injury and left Cornwall feeling pretty 
dwn^maâ at the world In general and earthquakes 
In particular. Not quite a novelty in these parts— 
this was the fourth quake felt here in some fifteen 
years— the agitation underfoot managed to stir up 
a good bit of comment, excitement, and research with 
its life-span of barely two minutes. ^ 

Reactions in Montreal were widely varied, de- 
pending on the location and mental state of the 
observer. Certainly the island could hardly claim to 
have Imitated a dish of Jello, and the worst that any- 
one received was not even a good shaking-up. A 
weU'Oiled reveller wavering on the corner of Guy 
and Sherbrooke could not be persuaded to recognize 
anything unusual in the behavior of his aurround- 
ings. - • 

Indoors? some walb and even floors shook very 
noticeably, and there was an occasional picture which 
was reported a casualty; outdoors, on the other hand, 
moviegoers waiting homebound for streetcars tended 
to remain unaware until awakened next morning by 
some overflowing neighbour. Those . already, abed 
were probably the most perturbed; one sweet young 
thing imminently awaiting her firot offspring was a 
little confused by the nature and significance of the 
disturbance. The stoics, the cynics, and the atheists 
generally went on sleeping. ' 

Cinemexperts and historians recalled the famous 
San Francisco earthquakq of April. 1B06. perhaps 
visualising again the awesome scenes of the motion 
picture "San Francisco" In which the earth opened 
in colossal gaping rents, and the broken watermalns 
left rising fires unchecked until hèrqje firemen dy- 
namited a fire-gap through the city. 

Thla peculiar subterranean Indigestion has ravag- 
ed many ajXi^yUbroughout the.:,wprld— the lean sky- 
scrapers of downtown Manhattan are specially con- 
structed to sway several feet if necessary. As a 
matter of statistics, the most prominent earthquaked 
metropolis has been the misbegotten city of Tokyo— 
at which someone' may well ask what we are waiting 
for. . . 

Here on the campus, earthquakes may b« experi- 
enced daily for the asking— by the dozen or more, in 
fact. This feature is available to anyone who stands 
in the eastern half of the Union Reading Room, and 
waits a few moments for a good-sized truck to pass. . . 



The Function 
Of the University 



(This article by a member o/ the Student Chris- 
tian Mouement is the outcome o/ discussions on uni 
tiersity /unctions at (he S.C.M. Fail Camp held two 
weeks ago at Iron Hill. The leaders of the discussion 
were Proleuor Williams, Dr. Karl Stem, and Mar jorie 
Watson, ucretary of the S.C.M. at McGill.) 

It is Indeed difficult to give an objective definition 
of the function of a university, but if we were to 
'survey historically university attitude* we would 
notice the change In emphasis from theology and 
logic In the ISth century to applied science and 
scientific research at the present time. -We would 
also notice that the university as a community con- 
formed almost wholly to the age in which It lived. 
Exactly what does this mean to us? The conference 
on university functions sponsored by the Student 
Christian Movement raised three vital issues which 
it would be well for us to examine. 
. Firstly, the assumption is made that the ultimate 
function of a university is a search for truth. This 
at once ralsu the question of what truth Is and how 
we are to recognize It. However, In the past century 
we have made huge strides in the plane of physical 
research, and we think, however erroneously, th9t 
ws are getting nearer to truth. On the other hand 
we have had t corresponding decline ip the valuation 
of the "spirit of man". We are allowing our success 
on the one hand to obscure the spiritual identity of 
man. Man is on the way to becoming a mathematical 
formula. 

Secondly there is an ever increasing tendency to- 
wards a narrow technical education rather than a 
general university education. In time of peace the 
university teaching was designed to meet the busi- 
ness and professional requirements, and in -war time 
it has become the training ground for officers and 
technical personnel for the armèd forces and in- 
dustry. A liberal education has been condemned as 
non-utilitarian. 

In connection wiUi the second issue there Is the 
present scope of the technical training itself. Our 
present professional courses present no opportunity 
for the student to acquire a liberal education. . It is 
significant that at a pre-war conference of engineers 
in the U.S.A., it was reconimended that all technical 
training should be revised and made more liberal. 
Coupled with this Is the rapid growth of professional 
organizations which propound ethical codes design* 
ed to maintain the moral standards of the profession. 
Thus It becomes evident that concern about the 
spiritual values of man is not confined to university 
thinking. This is exemplified in Convocation ad- 
derssès; it is also seen in the almost pathetic inklst 
ence of at least one year's general course before en' 
tering our professional schools. 

Thirdly, how far is the university a conununlty. 
and what reUtion does it have with the outside 
world? In continental Europe |the universities al- 
lowed themselves to become mere tools of the state, 
leading to their consequent disintegration. In China, 
6n the other hand, the univerittles maintained, their 
identity and cohesion in the face of almost insur- 
mountable difficulties. Why is there a difference of 
betiavlor between these ttniversities both struggling 
tmder severe economic and political pre&sure? Does 
the difference lie In the differences In culture or does 
tlte imlverslt^ mean môre to China thin It dees to 
Buropeîj^;^; 

If we think of university education as the process 
whereby men and women are being equipped to take 
their place in .a world community then we must 
admit the necessity both of a liberal èdueatibn and 
a professional trainlng^j^J|>e purpose of èdU'

The Daily Visits 
The UNRRA Conference

After almost two weeks of com- 
mittee meetings, lengthy reports on 
supply, and detailed discussions of 
policy, over three hundred dele- 
gates to the second session of the 
Council of UNRRA patted each 
other briefly on the back and left 
Montreal to report the results of 
the conference to their respective 
governments. ^ 

The delegates were obviously sat- 
isfied with the results. They had 
unanimously decided to appropriate 
$30,000.000 worth of aid to Italy, to 
provide food and supplies to nurs- 
ing and expectant mothers, and to 
children; they made it clear that 
this aid was not to be extended to 
the population at large. Significant 
in the discussion of this appropria- 
tion was the fact that among those 
who spoke in favour of the resolu- 
tion were the representatives of 
Ethiopia, Greece, and Yugoslavia, 
. . . countries w)}ich had suffered 
most under Italian Fascism. But 
the Committee on Policy put it em- 
phatically on record that this act of 
humanitarlanlsm was not to be 
considered as a precedent. Germany 



was not to expect any such gener- 
osity. 

Perhaps the most gnarled and 
taxing of the problems at hand was 

the question of displaced persons. 
Some general conclusions were 
reached. Persons displaced from 
one Allied country into another Al- 
lied country would not be treated 
as a separate group, but would! bo 
cared for by the nation into whose 
'territory they bad been displaced. 
As soon as transportation bottle- 
necks had been straightened out, 
such persons would be repatriated 
as quickly as possible. ' 

It was also agreed that repre- 
sentatives would be sent into the 
field with powers comparable, to 
those of a consulate, - to decide on 
questions of nationality. For there 
were over two million foreign 
workers in Germany, and these 
would present a major problem in 
repatriation to their proper coun- 
tries. 

But behind the broadness of these 
decisions stood countless hours of 
technical discussion, j:questions of 
bilateral or multilateral agreements 

on aid, production needs and capac- 
ities, odds and ends on policy and 
procedure. 
Most important to the general 



public, who had previously received 
little definite word on UNR^'s 
plans! and .achievements, was a 
statement of the scope of aid and 
its relation to the military com- 
mands. During the course of daily 
press conferences, these questions 
were clearly answered by Direc- 
tor-General Lehman and Chuirman 
of the Session Lester B. Pearson. 

The purpose of UNRRA was 
avowedly to help naUons ravaged 
by war to help themselves. The 
number of field-workers who would 
be sent out to liberated territories 
would be relatively few, and their 
job would be one of guiding and 
supervising, rather than rebuilding. 
Work would be done in agreement 
and understanding with Allied mili- 
tary authorities.* 

Thus this momentou's conference 
stood not only as a sincere profes- 
sion of group humanitarlanlsm; but 
also as a significant ray of hope for 
the future. For here had gathered 
forty-four Internationai representa- 
tives; here they had worked to- 
gether in extraordinary coopera- 
tion; and from here they deparled 
with satisfaction, and with a will 
to continue that cooperation. That 
will is at this very moment finding 
expression in action.

The University Library, at the 
McTavish Street entrance to the 
Campus, is a part of the University 
which would repay the attention of 
the student. It contains resources 
fôr study, aid in his university 
work, and material for recreation, 
which he cannot realize until he 
looks into it. It is true that first 
year men must find their English 
readings in Room 7, in .the ArU 
Building, and first-year women 
both English and History in the 
library of the Royal Victoria Col- 
lege. But beyond that, the main 
library Is their own, as much as 
anyone else's, on the mere condi- 
tion of respceiing the rights of 
others in its use. 

These are, in the main, the right 
to a fair turn at the books, and the 
right to study in undisturbed quiet 
In the reading-room. If he will 
observe these, ho will be welcomed 
by the staff, and they will be more 
than pleased to help him in track- 
ing down whatever ho seeks, 
whether it be the design of a sail- 
ing ship, instructions on blowing 
glass, or guidance In making photo- 
graphs— or merely extra readings 
in whatever subject he needs.

Object of Western Canadian Universities 



Writer Recalls 
''Good Old Days" 

No Intercollegiate 
Sports During 
Past Five Seasons 

Now that Intercollegiate sports 
have btfen off the Canadian map, 
for over five years, the minds of 
those ardent sport fans begin after 
every little memento, to wander 
back to those good old days, when 
it wasn't for knowledge that we 
X went to college. And although their 
better sense admits that those days 
have passed for the time being. It 
is a good time to consider sports in 
a more serious light. The fact that 
it has not been completely abolish- 
ed, seems to indicate that athletics 
has sonrs intrinsic value,, and In 
tlmo of war, this value should be 
investigated, and Its most suitable 
mode of service found. 

Several years ago, there was 
a move underway to .abolish 
football at American colleges, 
because of the* undue Import- 
ance placed upon the -game. 
The timo had come for the 
coaches all over the country, 
who had devoted their lives to 
. the welfara of the game, to. 
qpéàk up. Competitive sports 
Centlnuii4 oa P.aén flow. 



Winnipeg. Oct 2. — (CUP) — At 
a conference this spring, delegates 
from the Universities of Manitoba, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan decided 
to resume, and if possible expand, 
intercollegiate activities. With the 
end of the war in sight, it is felt 
that all parties concerned should, 
without further waste of time, be- 
gin to InvcsliBalc the possibilities 
of, and later perhaps the plans, for 
organization of a permanent West- 
cm Conference, not only in the line 
of sport^i but also in such fields as 
debating, dramatics,' and other com- 
mon interests. 

The efficiency of interi-Unlversity 
activities has been proved in the 
United States and Great Britain, as 
wall as to a smaller extent in Can- 
ada. Recently the jjM^ity of 
Wales put into éffeeva^ltew^system. 
in bringing Welsh institutions of 
higher learning together in inter- 
collegiate competition. The famous 
Big Ten Conference, which brings 



together the ten biggest Mid-West 
Universities, is perhaps the finest 
example of inter-universlty co-op- 
eratton and competition. In Canada 
illustrations of the success ot such 
ventures are the McGill-Toronto 
football serlesi, and the pre-war 
Westbm ConferenceV" 

Prospects for a revised plan in 
Western Canada are highly favor- 
able. Although no word has been 
received from British Columbia, the 
three prairie schools have more 
than, shown their enthusiasm. Our 
own Wray Voumsns says that after 
a satisfactory internal physical 
education program has been set up, 
Manitoba Is willing to field teamk 
against rival Universities. He feels, 
however, that no marked progress 
can be made until conditions retvum 
to normal. 

Although many peoi^le maintain 
that too few students take part in 
such an expensive venture, we are 
firm in the belief that these ideas 



are entirely wjthout foundation. To 
begin with, no financial problem is 
liable to arise. The support of the 
student bodies and ot the people^of 
the cities involved: would be 'suffi- 
cient to cover the expenses of or- 
ganization and maintenance of the 
proposed set-up. As in the United 
States, large and enthusiastic 
crowds would be present, at foot- 
ball, basketball, baseball and hockey 
games, track., and field and swim- 
ming meets, and oratory contests. 

Thus, not (Jnly would the finan- 
cial problem be sojved, but a new 
and enthusiastic university spirit 
would be built up, for Manitoba 
would terminete its lopg period of 
itid«tiot{,^nd despite geographical 
distance^ cl'ôter contacts would ex- 
ist in a closely-knit system. 

With .these aims In mind, we are 
looking forward to immense gains 
in the development of a great or- 
ganization in which the Brown and
